only one man was wounded.

Fires are burning east of the rail- 
road and it would appear that the 
rebels are evacuating the foot hill

Matthew Stanley Quay was today 
declared by a jury ot his peers to be 
not guilty of the charge of conspir- 
ing to use for his own unlawful gain 
and profit the funds of the state of 
Pennsylvania deposited m the Peo- 
ple's bank of this oity. 


Tins verdict -was announced by 


tho ioreman of the jury just as tho 
hands ot the court loom time piece 
pointed to 11 o'clock 


At the time the jury came tiling 


into their place" there were com- 
paratively few people in the court 
room, The rigid rules regarding 
admission that have prevailed since 
the trial began were strictly adhered 
to and nobody got by the line of 
watchman guarding the corridor 
who was not provided with a ticket.

FIGHTING THE FILIPINO. 


Queer Kinds of Warfare Which 


Our Troops. Have Waged. 


TAOTIOS HOT SET DOWN IN BOOKS.

That's the way it has bern in tho 


vicinity of Manila. In driving the Fili- 
piuo«i>sckilonfj the line of the railroad

ceivable manner except those ways 
which are explained in books of tactics. 


The Filipino has little knowledge of 


tactics. His officers have had no West 
Point training. He himself has not been 
taught that a soldier is merely apart of 
a big killing machine, to move or lie 
still, tire or dig trenches, run or hold his 
ground, as a man with a sword may di- 
rect. 


When ho fights, ho does it on his own 


hook. He shoots when he thinks be can 
hit and he runs away when he thinks 
the time for retreat has come. He is not 
so much of n coward as we had been 
led to believe. In fact, he fights with 
much gallantry on occasion, but he ob- 
jects to being part of a machine, and he 
listens to the man with tho sword only 
when it suits his own ideas. 


So there has been no carefully planned 


battle where the opposing generals sat 
up at night, watched the distant camp- 
tires of the enemy, puzzled over maps 
and figured out victory with a lead pen- 
cil. Generalship has given the Ameri- 
cans many advantages, to be sure, but 
it has been the kind of generalship 
which comes from a cool head, a stout 
heart and n quick wit. It has not been- 
tho kind of generalship that may be 
learned from books. Tho plans which 
liave been carried out to the undoing of 
the little brown soldiers in bine seer- 
sucker uniforms have been tho kind 
made on the instant, inspired by the 
need of the moment and perfected to 
the tttne of Mauser bullets ilying over- 
head. 


The campaign which began on the 


outskirts cf Manila and has been strung 
out along the railroad to Dagnpan has 
been wholly impromptu. The only care- 
fully planned attack was the one which 
amounted to nothing at all in the way 
cf an engagement. It was when MacAr- 
thur thought Aguinaldo had made a 
stand at Malolo=<. 


Instead of trusting to one grand bat- 


tlo that might be decisive Aguinaldo 


Rlciruiish with the entire forces of either 
tide at no time engaged. 


This stylo of war has presented op- 


poit'trities for fighting of all varieties. 
Much of it might be styled bushwhack- 
ing. Individual commanders of no high- 
er grade than captains have had oppor- 
tunities for doing things that brought 
them glory and caused their names to 
be "mentioned in dispatches." 


There have been thrilling dashes of 


small bodies of men against detach- 
ments of the enemy. There have been 
brilliant sorties and gallant charges. At 
times the great bulk of the troops under 
Otis would bo floundering; peaceably 
through mud or squatted by a river 
bank waiting fcr the engineers to make 
a path while off on one wing a little 
handful of men in blue would he doing 
heroic things, adding to the honor rolls 
and filling up the hospitals. 


The exploit of Colonel Funston, who, 


with a picked squad of 20 Kansas vol- 
unteers, swam a river, charged a body 
of Filipinos and captured 8U prisoners, 
is an example of the way things have 
been done by way of teaching Agninal- 
do to respect American authority. 


It seems that Colonel Funston had 


been ordered to advance across this riv- 
er. There was a railroad bridge which 
might have afforded a safe and pleasant 
highway had it not been for the fact 
that the opposite end had been strongly 
fortified by Filipinos. To have marched 
his men across in the face of the fire 
which an unknown number of Mansers 
could pour out from behind the barri- 
cade would have been a wanton sacri- 
fice of good American citizens. Had he 
done it, many a home in the Sunflower 
State would be in mourning today. 


But Colonel Fnnston declined to en- 


ter the trap. He wanted to get across 
that bridge, however; so he called for 
volunteers, inarched them down river 
until they were out of sight of the ene- 
my and ordered the whole command to 
strip. 


Now thsre is nothing in tactics which 


teaches an officer to give such an order 
as this or which indorses nature's buffi 
as a substitute for the regulation blue. 
But Funston was not thinking ot tactics 
and the men were not hampered by false 
modesty. They discarded almost every- 
thing bnt.their cartridge boxes, waded 
in and struck out for the opposite shore, 
the colonel, with not the vestige of a 
felumlder strap about him, in the lead. 


It was very like the taking of Lmng- 


tnngpen, which Kipling describes in 
one of his Indian stories. In a most 
shocking state of undress those brawny 
Kansas boys flanked the Filipinos, rout-

Secretary Holls was born at Xelleno- 


ple, Butler county, Pa., on July 1. 1837, 
the son of Dr. Oeorpe Charles Holls, 
an eminent German Lutheian educator, 


corporal and ser- 
geant until Aug. 


7, 1884, when he was appointed second 
lieutenant of the Twenty-fifth infantry. 
He was promott d to fiist lieutenant in 
ISill. 


From the time he entered tho army 


until 1894 he was stationed on the Iron- 
tier and saw much haid service in tho 
Indian campaigns. In the last named 
year Colonel Frost was placed on detach- 
ed service and ordered to South Dakota 
i.p professor of military tactics at the 
State university, and afterward on tho 
governor's staff as inspector of the na- 
tional guard. 


When his regiment was ordered to 


the front on the breaking out of the 
present war. Colonel Frost was ordered 
to join it and went to Chickamaiiga, 
wliere tho Twenty-fifth was in camp, 
but was recalled to South Dakota to 
take command of the First regiment of 
volunteers on request of the people of 
the state.
